GENEVA, MAY 
2!).—A triple of- 


fensive has been launched by the Cen- 
tral powers with the growing possi- 
bility that it will soon be extended to 
the Russian front. Troops of the Ger- 
man allies are engaged in offensive 
operations on the west front, on the 
Austro-Italian front and in the Bal- 
kans. In Turkey, the Ottoman troops 
are striving vigorously to launch a 
counter offensive against 
the Rus- 


sians, but they are meeting with se- 
vere obstacles. 


It is believed by competent Swiss 


military critics that Germany and her 
allies are now engaged in their final 
supreme effort. If they fail it. will like 
1y. be necessary for them to adopt de- 
fensive tactics until the end of the 
war. 


Dispatches from Eferlin state that 


there is less peace talk there now. 
Germany, having shown her willing- 
ness to make peace, is now determined 
to fight on until the end, making it 
necessary for the allies to make the 
first peace move, say these advices.

violently bombarding the allies' posi- 
tions on the Dcmir Hissar front in 
Macedonia.

who have penetrated Greek territory 
for 15 miles and at some points where 
the Greek troops tried to stem the 
invasion, they were vigorously shelled.,

in Macedonia is (ina)iy under way and 
tb?t the Central powers have decided 
tinon an offensive campaign in prac- 
tically all the theatres of war.

Highways.

cities, towns, and villages. 
This is 


equivalent to two miles of highway 
for every square mile- of area of tbe 
State, and one mile of highway for' 
every one hundred inhabitants of the 
Slate. 
These highways are divided

State highways, county highways, and 
town highways. 


The State highways aggregate :i,ROO

The town 
highways include the 


These high- 
ways, generally speaking, arc the 
latcials or feeders of the Stale and 
county systems.

American oil operators at Tamplco 
and the Mexican authorities. 


The protest came in the form of a 


telegram addressed to President Wil- 
son by eighty-four \merican citi/ens 
residing at Tanipico. who had held a 
maKsmeetliiR and determined to lay 
their case before the government. 


They declared the Mexican military 


officials were 
promulgating decrees 


designed to make 
it impossible 
for 


Americans to do business in the coun- 
try, and told how one of their number 
had been arrested and imprisoned for 
thsei; hours bocdUnt* he refused to pay 
his employes wages lixed by the au- 
thorities in excess of terms previously 
agreed upon with the men. 


The signers asserted tbeli right to 


protection from the American govern- 
ment, and announced their deiei initia- 
tion not to comply with arbitrary and 
conliscatory orders and decrees by the 
Mexicans. 


Can't Do Business. 


"It has become virtually imitosKible 


lor an American to do business of any 
nature in this uectlbn of the country," 
the Tanipico me.'jsatfe said, "because 
of restrictions placed by the author- 
ities that we believe to be directed 
primarily against American citizens. 
For a year a serie:, of decrees have 
made their appearance, which have 
been progressive. In that they are con- 
sistently becoming more 
anti-Amer- 


ican. 
We believe that the authorities 


bad not the remotest idea, when they 
first bepan to issue such decrees, that' 
they would be able to enforce them, I 
hut that when nothing was done by 
our Kovornment to secure their repeal 
these edicts have been 
made 
more 


stringent each day until now our prop-! 
erty Is threatened with confiscation,! 
and in Borne canes nan been actually 
confiscated, and our personal liberty 
is menaced. 


The Mexican embassy had Informa- 


tion today that Manuel Mendez, Car- 
ranxa's personal messenger bringing 
the new note to the United States, 
passed thru St. Louis yesterday and 
should reach here 
early 
tomorrow. 


Kliseo Arredondo. the Mexican am- 
bassador dlsignate, may de'iver Ihe 
communication tomorrow. 


So far no official nummary of the 


new note has been received, but all 
information supports the uniform be- 
lief in official quartern that it will 
renew the suggestion that the Amer- 
ican expedition be withdrawn.

Those men, a few of whom are left and to whom the nation 
gladly pays homage today, secured for us and our posterity the two 
greatest blessings which a nation can enjoy—a unity which is volun- 
tary and a peace'which is permanent. 


It has remained for the awful scour-je of Avar which is sweeping 


Europe to -show us what a blcssintr pcaco is. It is doubtful if on any 
Memorial Day since'the custom bes-'in we, as a people, have had so 
true a conception of: the value of peace. 
With us it is unity and 


peace. With Europe it, is discord and strife. "We should be rever- 
ently thankful on this day that America .has so far been spared Hit 
terrors -which are engulfins the unfortunate peoples of Europe. And 
our wish should be that, out of the Avar which is striking at their ver\ 
civilization should come to the nations of the Old "World a unity as 
firm and a peace as enduring as that which came to us as a result ol 
the fraternal strife, of fifty years ago. 


It is worth much to the stricken nations of Europe to know that 


there is one nation, in many respects tin- greatest and most powerful 
of all, that is doing something to uphold the ideals of fraternity and 
equality of opportunity. 
AVe are not as successful in the attempt 


as many of us wish Ave might be, hut Ihc. effort is being made and 
•we, as? loyal Americans, should today think nmre of the tremendous 
responsibilities which rest upon us than \ve do of the material bless- 
ings we enjoy. 


The men who saved the nation's life were not animated by the 


hope of conquest and world dominion. They did not fight that Amer- 
ica migrht lord it over weaker nations or that other nations might 
•enre us, but that America might, in the best sense, be the servant ol 
mil For, if we maintain our institutions as the fathers designed 
them, it must be thru service and not thru wars of conquest and the 
robjugation of weaker peoples. 


A. few Americans have boasted foolishly ns to what they con- 


ceived America's mission to he. But if wo conceive it to be one ol 
service to the rest of the world the term, America's mission, lakes 
on a sacred character and it should make us humble, rather than 
proud of heart and boastful. From ihe viewpoint of service AVC 
HAVE a mission in the world and only h<* is cowardly A\|IO Avould 
shirk it or talk idly of "world-dominion." 


Nor does the belief on our part that our institution?! are th<- best 


in the world mnkr it our duty to trv to fonv these institutions on 
other peoples. FOWK AND CONQUEST HAVE N'O VART TO 
PLAY IX THE AMERICANIZATION OF THE AVORLR 
If, as we 


believe, our instiintions are 1he V»TV ln-st. it is «>nr riaht, perhaps our 
duty to try to convert ihe r«-st <>f llie world Jo our way of 1hinkin<r. 
But AVO rn.iv rest assured Ih;1.! if ihey are tin- best. 5l will no? require 
the sword nor ennmni nor iarye armi'-s and navies to pojsnado the 
rest of mankind to »iur Avny of thinking.

Range: 
Breeds in the West, east 


to Texas, Kansas, and Minnesota, and 
north to southern Canada; winters 
over most of the United States breed- 
Ing range, south to Guatemala. 


Habits and economic status: Very 


numerous in the West and in fall 
gathers In Immense flocks, especially 
about barnyards and corrals. During 
the cherry season in California Brew- 
er's blackbird is much In the orchards. 
In one case they were seen to eat free- 
ly of cherries, but when a neighboring 
fruit raiser began to plow his orchard 
almost every blackbird In the vicinity 
was upon the newly opened ground 
and close at the plowman's heels in itu 
eagerness to get the insects exposed 
by the plow. Caterpillars and pupae 
form the largest item of animal food 
(about 12 per cent). 
Many of these 


are cutworms, and cotton bollworma 
or corn earworms were found in ten 
stomachs and codling-moth pupae In 
11. Beetles constitute over Jl per 
cent of the food. 
The vegetable food 


is practically contained in three items 
—grain, fruit, and weed seeds. Grain, 
mostly oats, amounts to 54 per cent: 
fruit, largely cherries, 4 per cent; and 
weed seeds, not quite 9 per cent. The 
grain is probably mostly wild, vol- 
unteer, or waste, so that the bird does 
most damage by eating fruit.
